By act of legislature 1928, it 
was decided that through the Al- 
berta Women's Bureau work shouid 
be carried on among the New Can- 
adians of the province. A govern- 
ment representative was selected to 
go among the Ukrainian people to 


in 


weld a bond of sympathy and 
understanding between them and 
the people of Canada. 

It was then that Miss Roman- 
chych of Dauphin, Manitoba, was 


engaged to carry on this important 
service. She is the only women in 
Canada to be entrusted in such a 
position and for the past four years 
she has carried on her work among 
the Ukrainian communities of Al- 
berta 

It is community work such as is 
carried on through most centres 
and the people of the district put 
on plays and concerts. They are am- 
bitious and desire to do things the 
Canadian way and to mount to the 
peaks of success. Both languages 
are used in their local productions 
so that the older people may’ under- 
stand 

The new Canadians have brought 
great culture to Canada. And the 
country is enriched by their 
ons and the preservation of 
their arts is a present vital concern 
But as the demand for their handi- 
crafts lessens the cultivation of the 
arts falls off. For the younger peo 
ple are more content to let the 
machine preserve art 

But in her travels throughout the 
province much of the Ukrainian 
handicraft work is displayed by 
Miss Romanchych so that in two 
years she has sold $3000 com 
‘or 


their work. Rugs are popular 
in them is woven the traditional 
stories and the legends of the peo-

There are 
radicals among them but they are 
in the minority. iaost of the agr- 
tators are the men who came to 
Canada as small children Miss 
Romanchych said 

There was little 
about her personal work in the 
communities. She will realize sat- 
isfaction in her work through her 
own happiness when it is well done 
Miss Romanchych said, not through 
publication of achievements. And 
it is far easier to acomplish a great 
deal when the work is done most 
inobtrusively. Working quietly 
among the people does not arouse 
dissension. 

The Ukranians are an ambitious 
people. and desire to be one with 
the people of Canada, yet it would 
be too bad if they were allowed to 
lose their own arts. It is for this 
reason that so much effort is put 
forth to preserve the handicrafts 
Their songs and dances wil! not die 
for the children are taught them | 
from earliest years and they love 
them.
